The popular impression prevails that 


the great forest Are ol 1825, called In pop- 
ular parlance "the Mirimachi Are," was 
the flret and only great conflagration in 
the forests of northern Maine. This is a 
mistake, according to "Morse's Universal 
Geography," printed in 1819., This tells 
of the region of "burnt land?/' which ex- 
tended over a tract "fifty or aixty miles 
long,' and an average of tea mllea in 
width, lying along the southerly Bide of 
the mountains that eroas from the Kenne- 
b*c to the Penobseot river, a tract in close 
proximity to that burned in 1825. The 
geography quoted says about 1795 a vio- 
lent tornado swept over this tract and 
threw down the forest growth. As the 
trees all fell towards the south it was in- 
ferred that the wind came over the moun- 
tains from the north. This dead growth 
dried like tinder and In 1803 took nre 
from some caufe and the flumes spread 
over the whole immense tract, producing 
a scene of desolation rarely equaled. The 
account says ''multitudes of animals must 
have perished, the bones of which have 
been discovered."
